Lily Pond is a warm, shallow pond. White perch abound in Lily Pond but most are rather small in size.  
Largemouth bass were introduced into the pond in 1948 and now provide a fishery. Management for 
warm water species should continue and no stocking is warranted. 
 
Current regulations prohibit the use of motors on Lily Pond. 
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
